The third 
plan is more complicated: the co- 
operative society rents a large fann 
which is worked by a permanent staff 
of members receiving a salary for their 
services, and by other members who 
divide rhe:r time between work on the 
tx>-opemtive farm anil on privatelT 
owned farms.

WEBSTER A GREAT ORATOR 


He Spake With Impassive Deliberate- 


thinf to Say. 


A fear yean ago one might occa- 


sionally meet an old man, who, in. his 
youth, had heard Daniel Webster, who 
remembered and could quote much of 
that great man's utterance*. The day 
lias gone by for any such efforts of 
memory. 
The orator of today does 


not feel that he Is "delivering^ the 
goods" unless he It rattling off two 
hundred words a minute, a rapidity 
that puts It i>eyoud the power of the 
bearer to remember anything but the 
Idea sought to be conveyed, and that 
too often not any too clearly. The 
great Daniel spoke with impressive 
delibermteness. for when he spoke he 
really had something to say and his 
•peed was not above 120 words a min- 
ute. He would have been considered 
"easy" today, even by a stenographic 
beginner. 


Webster was born at Salisbury, N. 


H.. January 18, 1872- His most re- 
markable efforts were his speeches 
In the senate on the Greek revolution, 
and la his debate with Hayne of South 
Carolina. 
He also acquired great 


Came by two orations—on« at the lay- 
Ing of the corner stone of the Bunker 
Hill monument, on the anniversary ot 
the battle. June 17.1825. and the other 
on the completion of the monument. 
In 184$. One of his greatest utter- 
ances, which may be looked upon as 
a prophecy of the conflict that came 
near to the destruction of the Union, 
may be cited as the best remembered 
of his utterances: "When my eyes 
shall be turned to behold for the last 
time the sun in heaven, may I not see 
him shining on the broken and dis- 
honored fragments of a once glorious 
Union; on states dissolved, discordant, 
belligerent; on a land rent with civil 
feuds, or drenched, it may be, in fra- 
ternal blood."

Much, is written of the terrors oi 


modem -war. Little is -written of the 
terrors of the wars of old.

Volumes in Ancient Library of Al«x- 


sndria. Egypt. Were Not Infre- 


quently 150 Feet Long. 


How would yon like to have to read 


s story written on a sheet of paper 
150 feet lon£? 
This task faced those who made use 


of the famous library at Alexandria, 
for the universal writing material. In 
that day was papyrus, parchment not 
coming into use until three centuries 
later 
This collection contained 490,- 


000 boots, and when it was burned 
treasures of the literature and' history 
of ancient days beyond all price were 
lost. The library was destroyed by ac- 
cident when flames «pread to the 
shore from the fleet which Caesar had 
set o«i ftre. 
The reed, from the inner covering of 


which papyrus (was made, still grow* 
tn Egyptian marshes. Thin, strips-of 
It were cut-off and laid close together. 
A sheet was- formed by laying strips 
•cross these at right angles, after 
which the material was moistened, 
pressed and dried. 
The paper thus 


made, had a fair writing surface, but 


not very durable.- Unless handled

The eehinococcus disease (caused by 


a small tapeworm in the liver or 
lungs), which first made its appear- 
ance in Holland, Is believed by Dr. Van 
DeJnse to be due originally to whales- 
The Medical Record quotes from a 
Dutch scientific paper some of the 
facts upon which Van Deinse bases 
this theory. 


''It is said that this affection Is en- 


demic In Iceland and that It eventual- 
ly r«3ched Frieslaad from that locality. 
Not only Friesland was attacked in 
the eighteenth century, but many other 
seaports along the Xorth sea and Eng- 
lish channel. The connecting link ap- 
peared to be the whale fisheries, orig- 
inally a Basque Industry, with bead- 
quarters at Bordeaux. In the seven- 
teenth century the channel ports en- 
gaged in the whale-catching industry. 
Friesland, possibly Infected from Ice- 
land, also engaged in whaling, ap- 
peared to be a distributing point of the 
Infection.

other Arctic fauna, ware perhaps In- 
fected •' with 
eehinococcus 
disease, 


which was conveyed -directly t* man- 
kind,when In starring seasons they ate 
this flesh, and. to togs and cats In the 
sane .manner, the aalmals then serv- 
ing as hosts for the parasite along' with 
mankind. In time this maritime in- 
dustry went out of us*. Recollections 
•f old whalers. hbweVer, testify to the 
custom of taking "dogs along on whale 
ships,' so that dog* could become in- 
fected aboard ship and menace the 
home dwellers."

JCo longer do the fire lake* to thft 


great crater of Kllauea carry terror to 
the soul of Hawaii as A message fron 
the dreaded fire god. Pel*. It 1ft •cen- 
tury since Kapiolanl, daughter of Kea- 
Mrlmanhill, high chief of the district of 
Hilo, and wife of Xathe. high chief of 
Kona, and the national orator.* defied 
the fire goddess, and rorned her.peo- 
pie from the Idolatry. Prior to that 
Urne the superstition ran that when- 
ever Pele stamped her foot on the bot- 
tom of the volcano Mauna Loa. her 
"House of Everlasting Fire," there 
were earthquakes. If she became an- 
gered with hapless lovers, or any who 
failed to worship her, she was credited 
with poring out torrents of lava and 
liquid flame. All who went near the 
crater were expected to do so with hu- 
mility and sacrifice, and high priests 
of the goddess kept the people In awe. 
People gave their dead to the volcano, 
hoping they would became ghost gods 
to aid them. Then Kaplolani, In 1820, 
after three years teaching at the feet 
of missionaries, accepted Christianity, 
and did what Is recorded as one of 
the greatest acts of moral courage erer 
performed. > She visited the volcano 
against the advice of her husband and 
friends, and hurled stones Into the pit 
and ate of the enchanted berries near 
'It. She defied the goddess. Before go- 
ing up she left a message, saying that 
If she didn't return, her people should 
continue to worship Pele. bat If she 
did they should accept the new teach- 
ings. Her return safely banished the 
hold of idolatry in HawatL

That Between New York and Boston, 


However, Was the Beginning 


of Great 
System. 


The first regular postal service be- 


tween two American cities was estab- 
lished December 10, 1672. when the 
government of iN'ew Tork inaugurated 
a regular monthly post to Boston. 


Some thirty-three years before that 


a post office had been opened in Eos- 
ton at the house of Kichard Fairbanks, 
"for letters which are brought from 
beyond the seas, or are to be sent 
thither." 


In 1657 the Virginia assembly pro- 


vided for the "rapid transmission" of 
official communications from planta- 
tion to plantation on penalty of one 
hogshead of tobacco for each default. 
Four years after the establishment 
of the New York-Boston monthly mail, 
the colonial court of Massachusetts 
founded an official postoffice In Boston, 
with John Heyward as postmaster. 


The first parliamentary act for the 


establishment of a postal system In 
the English-American colonies was 
passed in 1692, and a royal patent 
was granted Thorrms Jfeale, who was 
authorized to transport 'letters at such 
rates" as the planters should agree to 
give. Jfeale began operations In" Vir- 
ginia, and the other" colonies soon 
Joined in the movement, although the 
system was very imperfect.

Strange rites and ceremonies 


•bound in Africa. Most of these have 
their origin in superstitions instigated 
by the medicine men or magicians of 
a tribe for their own betterment, while 
•any are adopted as customs «(<a 
tribe. 


Foremost of the funeral "celebra- 


tions? la Africa I* that of 'ft -tribe 
called Bangalas. near the Quango rlverl 
Here the deceased is asked to state 
the cause of his death, and is often 
prosecuted before being buried. 


The death of an African in these 


sections Is never announced, and, only 
on inquiry is anyone told of the death 
of a tribe member. When the death 
is generally known the relatives come 
and fall into a state of excitement and' 
waitings, with frequent interruptions 
of a hilarious nature. Drums and* mus- 
ieal instruments are assembled and 
the revelry 1* continued until after 
sunrise. This ceremony occupies two 
days. The body la brought out during 
these ceremonies and - fastened 'In J a 
sitting posture In. a chair and placed 
at the door of his hut. The Idea of the 
natives is that the deceased shall share 
in the festivities.

TRACED DESCENT OF HORSE 


Oreflsn Professor Left Records of His 


Researches In trie Marshes 


Of Oregon. 


Horses of the mlocene tertiary times, 


and during the pliocene age. which 
came later, roamed around the marshes 
of Oregon, according to Professor Con- 
do* of the University of Oregon. A 
letter which the professor wrote a 
woman In Nashville. Ore., thirty years 
•go. has been discovered. In which he 
referred to <some of his own specimens 
ot the early horse. 


"There were in Oregon three or four 


species of the small horse," the pro- 
fessor wrote. 
"I have fragments of 


many Individuals of several of thes** 
species. The one of which I have the 
most complete skeleton was about two 
feot high. He lived during the miocene 
tertiary Umes. 


"My fossils would not warrant me 


in apeaklng of more than three hoofs 
am each fostj the center one on each 
foot being large; and the other ones 
small.

Pago Pago, on the island of Tnto- 


fla in American Samoa, would prob- 
ably be an easy winner in competition 
for the least-known town of its size 
under the American flag. 


Most Americans never heard of Pago 


Pago; yet it has an excellent harbor, 
Is an important naval coaling station, 
and is governed hy American naval 
officers. 


The Island of Tltuila is one of six 


little tropical atols which constitute 
American Samoa. They are all moun- 
tainous and are picturesque with their 
Jungle-covered steeps and their great 
palm groves sheltering little white na- 
tive towns.

tractive people, as any American 
Jackie tvho has spent a while at Pago 
Pago will tell yon. They are kindly, 
hospitable, and full of fun. while some 
of the women, especially the half- 
castes, are really beautiful.
